THE OREGON ELECTION. 

The gain of a Republican Senator, 
in Oregon is of great importance. It 
assures a Republican majority in the 
United States Senate until after a new 
President takes his seat on March 4th, 

1885. The New York Times says the 
result of the election will disappoint 
many Democratic demagogues who 
have predicted that the first political 
canvass ina Pacific State since the 
turmoil over the anti-Chinese bill 
would be a signal rebuke to the perfidy 
of the Republican party. It was ex- 
pected that the Democrats would 
sweep the State, but the Democrats 
themselves have been swept. Outside 
of the larger counties the population 
of Oregon is largely Democratic in 
political sentiment. If the failure of 
the bill te restrict Chinese*immigration 
had deeply moved the people, their 
anger and disappointment would have 
been manifest at this election. But 
the returns show that the Democrats, 
who have loudly vauuted themselves 
as the only sincere supporters of 
radical anti-Chinese legislation, have 
gained nothing by their excess of zeal. 
They have not influenced the vote in 
Oregon to any great extent. 

E Way TO WIN, 

The political mush-kettle is getting 
heated up. The Democrats are hard 
at work making extensive preparations 
for an active campaign, but the Re- 
publicans of this State have nothing 
to fear.

A Fight with Robbers. 
Sr. Louis, Mo., June 8. 

The Republican's Brookfield special 
says: Pursuit of the bank rebbers has 
been continued vigorously to-day, and 
last accounts are that the gang are 
surrounded at a point a few miles 
northeast of Macon by 500 men, and 
that while they have kept their pur- 
suers at bay by their heavier arms, 
their capture is considered certain. 


Two of the pursuing party have been 
slightly wounded, and one of the rob- 
bers is known to be badly hurt. The 
robbers are now known to be men who 
had been stopping at Harper Farm, 
near Kirksville, for some days prior te 
the robbery. A train is to leave for 
the place where the robbers are sur- 
rounded, and it is believed the latter 
have no possible chance for escape. 
If they attempt to break through the 
line they will be shot down without 
mercy. The whole country is up in 
arms, and men have left their fields, 
stores and workshops in half-a dozen 
counties to hunt the desperadoes 
down. The exact amount lost by the 
bank is $4,792, and $500 reward is 
offered for the capture of the robbers. 
Sr. Louis, June 9. 

It is reported that the posse that 
started in pursuit of the Brookfield 
Bank robbers overhauled them about 
sundown last night some 20 miles 
from Brookfield, and had a fight with 
them, in which one robber was wound- 
ed. It is believed in Kansas City that 
Jim Cummings or Bill Morris, for- 
merly of the James gang, was leader 
of the robbers. 


A Minnesota String Party. 
CuicaGo, June 9. 

A Perpom, Minn., special says: 
Jobn Tribbetts, the 17-year-old boy, 
who murdered Washington and Telir- 
bach a few days since, was brought 
here yesterday and examined before 
Justice Rothpletz. Towards night the 
propriety of lynching him was freely 
discussed, but nothing was done. 
About 1 o'clock this morning, how: 
ever, twenty resolute men broke into 
his celland grasped him. He said: 
“Don’t boys. This is too rough.” 
The lynchers then carried him to the 
railroad track, a few rods away, rested 
a ladder against a telegraph pole, 
looped one end of a rope around his 
neck and the other end over the round 
of the ladder and hoisted away. He 
was dead in a few minutes. The 
lvnchers kept the crowd back with 
drawn revolvers, and as soon as the 
work was done they scattered in all 
directions. - Tribbett made a full con- 
fession last night. He laughed at the 
crowd that met him yesterday morn- 
ing, but seemed depressed at night. 
The lynchers will probably not suffer 
for their crime.

INSANE ASYLUM. 


Description of the Furnitere—One of 
the Nicest Hospital Buildings on the 

A GazerTe reporter paid a visit to 
the Nevada Insane Asylum yesterday 
afternoon. Dr. Dawson, the Superin- 
tendent, was found actively engaged 
in Overseeing the work now going on. 
fie has a great deal to do yet before 
the ist of July, but says he will have 
everything in order for the reception 
of the patients in time. Th build- 
ing, from basement to roof, is very 
conveniently arranged. It is divided 
into six wards—two on each floor— 
and each ward will accommodate 30 
patients. The corridors are wide, well 
lighted and furnished with very com- 
fortable oak settees 8 feet long, for the 
use of patients who are able and per- 
mitted the use of the pessageways. 

SLEEPING APAKTMENTS. 

The attendants’ rooms, six in num- 
ber, are nicely carpeted with 8. ply 
carpets and furnished with ash bed- 
room sets, consisting of bedstead, 
bureau, one small table, two chairs, 
wash- stand, ete. They present a very 
cosy appearauce. Those to be ou 
pied by the patients are without car- 
pets, and are furnisbed with a. three- 
quarter iron bedstead with a woven 
wire spring mattress, covered with a 
16-pound curled-hair mattress, two 
= of Z-point gray blankets, one 
eather pillow, sheets and white coun- 
terpane, making a neat looking and 
comfortable bed. Each ward has a 
large day—room, furnished with chairs, 
tables and settees for the comfort of 
those who prefer remaining indoors 
during the day. The windows in the 
bedrooms are provided with iron 
screens made of No. 7 wire (2-inch 
meth). Each screen is hinged in the 
center and fastened with iron bars and 
padlock. 

LAVATORIES. 

In each ward there are seven sta- 
tionary porcelain wash-bowis, with 
hot and cold water; also two zinc- 
lined bath-tubs aod six self-acting 
patent water-close!s—all conveniently 
arranged for the accommodation of the 
afflicted. 

DINING—ROOMB. 


There are six dining-rooms in the 
building, 12x27 feet, communicating 
with pantries, which are provided with 
sinks and shelving and a dumb waiter 
connected with the main kitchen in 
the basement. The furniture consists 
of substancial dining-tables provided 
with white linen cloths. The dishes 
are A No. 1 quality of iron-stone 
china. The knives, forks and general 
table-ware will com very favorably 
with that usually fouod in a second- 
class hotel. The windows in the 
dining-rooms and lavatories are pro- 
vided with heavy wooden screens, the 
bars running lengthwise of the wio- 
dow, fastened with brass locks and 
swinging, when opened, inside. | 

THE KITCHEN 


Is situated in the basement of the 
porth wing, and is furnished with a 
91¢-foot French range with a large 
sheet-iron canopy to carry off the 
fumes of the cooking through a 
flue opening above the Suilding: also 
shelving and large bins for the cooks’ 
supplies and cooking utensils. Large 
sinks are conveniently placed and pro- 
vided with hot and cold water. The 
cooking utensils are of the latest 
patterns. The coffee and tea boilers 
are made of sheet copper and hold 30 
. each, with milk urns on top 
urnished with brass cocks. There 
are two large galvanized-iron soup- 
stock boilers, with a capacity of 25 
and 30 gallons each; two large stew 
boilers with steamers, holding 20 and 
30 gallons each; also two large galvan- 
ized-iron vessels with hollow walls, 
into which is induced steam fur cook- 
ing rice, musb, etc. 

BAKERY. 


The bakery is also in the nofth 
wing of the basement and adjoins the 
kitchen. It has a brick furnace even, 
8x10 feet; also shelving for storing 
bread. In front of the shelving is 
stretched a piece of heavy canvas, to 
rotect the bread from dust and the 
estive fly; sleo, one large dough 
trough, large enough for making up 
200 pounds of bread at a time. Oon - 
venient to the bakery and kitchen is 
the steward’s room, 12x25, where all 
the supplies will be stored. 


THE LAUNDRY 


Is situated in the northeast corner of 
the basement and is 12x24, with brick 
pavement, and is furnished with 6 
large wash trays in which the water is 
heated by steam passing through per- 
forated iron pipe. The ironing room 
is directly ever the wash room and has 
a brick iron-heating furnace. On the 
west side of the room there are shelv- 
in spacious drawers for the stor-

sir from the coil boxes is carried 
through tin ducts between the partition 
walls, passing into each room through 
rolling slat registers. The offices, cor- 
riders and attendants’ rooms are afl 
heated by direct radiation frem the 
coil stacks. 


THE WATER SUPPLY 


Is furnished from a well 40 feet in 
depth, near the northeast corver of the 
building, and pumped—hy a pluoger 
pump, driven by an 8—horse power en- 
gine—into a tank having a capacity 
of 18,000 gallons, placed upon à tres- 
tle-work 86 feet high, from which dis- 
tributing pipes connect with the water 
maios of the building. At each cor- 
ner of the building there are street 
fire plogs to which is at all times at- 
tached 100 feet of 14¢ inch rubber fire 
hose. In the interior of the building 
there are 15 fire plugs —one on each 
stair landing; also, in all the main cor- 
riders, with 50 feet of hose ready for 
use at a mMoment’s notice. 


ARRANGEMENT FOR LIGHTING, 


The building will be lightetl by gas 
mapufactured from naphtha. The gas 
machine is one manufactured in San 
Francisco and has acapacity sufficient 
for 150 jets. The generator is a boiler- 
iron cyliader, 6 feet in length, 2 feet 
in width and 3 feet in hight, in the 
bottom of which is a layer of char 
coal 6 inches in depth; this is sepa- 
rated by a wire screen from a layer of 
cotton-batten 6 inches in thickness. 
Above this is a chamber for the stor- 
age of gas, from which the distrib- 
uting pipes lead. The charcoal is sat- 
uratued with paphtha, and only needs 
replenishing once every two or three 
months, Over the surface of the naph- 
tha is forced a current of air from an 
automatic pump. The pump is op- 
erated by a 1,600 pound weight. The 
air, in its passage over the naphtha, 
becomes saturated with the vapors, 
and becomes what is known as Car- 
buretted air, which is highly inflam- 
mable. The machine is situated 100 
feet from the building. All the atten- 
tion it requires is to wind it up once 
every week. The machine has not 
been tried yet, but Superintendent 
Dawson expects to produce gas at a 
cost not exceeding 75 cents per 1,000 
cubic feet. 


OFFICE AND RECEPTION ROOM. 


On esch side of the main entrance 
are situated the reception rooms. The 
one on the left communicates with the 
Superintendent’s office, which is 14x27. 
feet. The reception rooms and office 
are nicely carpeted and furnished witb 
deske, lounges, chairs, etc., and are 
very comfortable and cosy. The office 
is connected by telephone with J. F. 
Myre’s drug store. The telephone is 
a great convenience now, and when 
the institution is open it will save 
twice what it cost in one season. 


PHYSICIAN S RESIDENCE. 


Is a nice, little two-story cottage, situ- 
ated about 400 feet from the main 
building. It contains 8 rooms besides 
closets and bath rooms, with all the 
modern conveniences. It is nicely 
carpeted throughout and furnished 
with black walnut furniture. 
GROUNDS. 

The grounds, considering the limit- 
ed amount of money assigned for the 
purpose, have been greatly impioved. 
Six acres have been cleared of sage- 
brush and rocks, graded and sowu to 
blue grass and white clover. Dr. Daw- 
son contemplates laying out drive- 
ways, grass plats and flower bede. The 
State owns 320 acres, which is nearly 
all arable land, but is as yet unim- 
proved. To put the grounds in proper 
shape—that is, to put up an iron 
fence, set out shade trees, and improve 
the land and +urroundings as it should 
be improved, would not cost less than 
$10,000. The land is very productive 
and if properly worked it will grow 
enough to furnish the institution with 
all the vegetables and fruit required. 
The Legislature should caretully con- 
sider the matter this Winter and not 
let a “penny wise” policy interfere 
with taking advantage of every point 
calculated to make the patients happy 
and at the same time enbance the 
value of the property.
